In 1866, during the session of the Second Plenary 
Council of Baltimore, Vicar General Benoit was hon- 
ored with the office of Theologian to the Council by 
Bishop Luers. 

At the death of Bishop Luers, June, 1871, Very Rev. 
J. Benoit became Administrator of the Diocese until the 
consecration of the new Bishop, Right Rev. Joseph 
Dwenger, April 14, 1872. 

He was also Theologian at the four Provincial 
Councils of Cincinnati. He did not attend the fifth, held 
in 1882, because of his advanced age. 

Shortly after Bishop Dwenger took charge of his 
new field of labor, he announced his intention to retain 
Father Benoit as his Vicar General, and whilst the 
Bishop was away from his Diocese paying his decennial 
visit to Rome in 1883, Father Benoit was appointed 
Administrator of the Diocese by the Bishop.

It was never long and it always 
carried an uriderlying meaning which 
few failed to understand. 

“This evening,” he began, “I want 
to tell you something about faith in 
prayer. Some of you may have be- 
come discouraged because your peti- 
tions have been unanswered, but vou 
will find, just as I and countless of 
ethers have found, that if you pray 
and pray for something which will 
be good for you spiritually, your pray- 
ers will be answered. 

“As an example, | want to show 
you what faith in prayer did for a 
young soldier during the World War. 
At the time I was a chaplain for one 
of the infantry squadrons in France. 
There was a mighty battle just be- 
fore the end of the War and, unfor- 
‘tunately, many of our boys were kill- 
ed. After the battle, doctors and nur- 
ses rushed te the battle field and 
although they were able to save many 
of the wounded men, the majority of 
our soldiers had been killed almost 
instantly. 

“I went onto the field with the doc 
tors and nurses and as I passed a 
shell hole, I heard a faint murmer 
I was about to pass it when some- 
thing seemed to urge me to investi- 
gate. I did so. A boy, not more than 
twenty years of age. lay on the rougrh 


ain. Her boy, whom

been only 20 years old when he left 
home early in 1917 to join the forces 
of his country in France.

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THE LUTHERAN MERGER 

Some time ago we referred to the “Augsburg Confes- 
sion,” written by Philip Melanchthon and adopted at the Diet 
of Augsburg, Bavaria, in the year 1530, as a sort of creed of 
the Lutheran Church. Wo told of the disagreement on the 
part of many followers of Luther who attended that meeting. 

The Missouri Synod Lutherans here in America claim, 
and probably rightfully so that they are the only organization 
within the Lutheran Church, which accepts the Augsburg 
Confession unaltered. While Lutherans represent that they 
were leaving Rome behind in the acceptance of the Augsburg 
Confession, as a matter of fact there is little contained therein 
which is not in perfect confc-mity with Catholic teaching 
while it is out of joint’with present day Lutheran teaching as 
a whole. For instance, it is declared in this Confession that 
“in the Sacrament of the altar we receive the true body and 
blood of.our Lord.” 

The Missouri Synod Lutherans remained out of the 
merger which was proposed at the Minneapolis gathering on 
October 28th. The branches which have agreed to merge 
are: The Norwegian Lutheran church, the United Lutheran 
Church, the Augustana Synod of Swedish origin, the Lutheran 
Free Church of Norwegian origin and the recently organized 
American Lutheran Church which itself is a merger of three 
former general bodies. 

The Missouri Synod Lutherans remain quite orthodox, 
and one of the strangest anomalies is that they are not in 
the greatest sympathy with the Catholic Church which up- 
holds throughout the world most of the doctrines which they 
stand for, and therefore strengthens their stability. Of 
course, we have in addition some grand things which they 
have not, such as the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, the Sacra- 
ment of Penance, the presence of Christ in the Holy Euchartst 
in the truest sense. The Catholic Church could not emphasize 
more the needs of the merits of Jesus Christ though it does 
not deny free will to man nor the need of his cooperation 
with the grace purchased by the blood of our Saviour. Hence 
while the Catholic Church places the greatest emphasis on 
the need of a Saviour, and His grace, she is not committed to 
the idea that “faith alone”’ the 
Christ justifies.

Little children are not often 
called upon to baptize a person. 
There are usually several grown 
people around when a child or a 
grown person is dying. Yet, ai 
the other ple present may be 
non-Catholics, and they might 
ask a Catholic child how to bap- 
tize. What would YOU teil 
them? We want you to know, 
and never forget, the right way. 
and that is why we are telling 
you all about Baptism in our 
Sunday lessons. 

First you get two or three 
teaspoonsful of clean, pure wat- 
er. Then, while you are pouring 
this water on the head, you say 
these words: ‘I baptize thee ip 
the Name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Ghost.” 
That is all. It is easy to remem- 
ber, and it is so important we 
will explain it to you, so you will 
remember it better. 

You do not need Holy Water; 
just clear, pure water from the: 
sistern or pump. You need only, 
about three teaspoonsful, just so 
it will flow a little bit. 

The water is poured on the 
head, but it must touch the skin, 
not merely run off of the hair. 
You could pour the water near 
the top of the forehead, and let 
it run back over the top of the 
head. That is easy to remember. 

BE SURE you say the words 
while you are pouring the water. 
The words are also easy to re- 
member, for they are the same 
words you use when you bless 
yourself, but, you say in the be- 
ginning: “I BAPTIZE THEE in 
the Namie of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Huly Ghost.”

Of course there are no real 
ceremonies at a private and 
necessary Baptism, so we have 
more to tell you and the Higher 
Grades. 

These ceremonies which ac- 
company the Sacrament of Bap- 
tism at the Church, as adminis- 
tered by the priest, were either 
instituted by Christ or by His 
Church for very good reasons. 
Ist. The ceremonies add greater 
solemnity. It IS a very solemn 
moment indeed when we become 
Children of God and Heirs of 
Heaven.

Will that we were the children 
of our own parents, instead of 
being born in some far-off coun- 
try, as children of other parents.

These questions may be new 
to you. They should not be. You 
are old enough to be Sponsors, 
and you should know what you 
are doing, when you assume the 
responsibilities. 

BEFORE Baptism, the priest 
asks: “What dost thou ask of 
the Church of God?” You answer 
for the child: “Faith.” Priest: 
“What doth Faith bring thee 
to?” And you answer: “Life 
everlasting.” 

Then the priest breathes on 
the face of the child, saying :“De- 
part from him, unclean spirit; 
and give place to the Holy 
Ghost.” God breathed into the 
face of the lifeless Adam and 
gave him an immortal soul, the 
breath af the Sacrament gives 
spiritual life to the soul dead in 
Original Sin. 

The Sign of the Cross is made 
on the forehead, that we may 
never be ashamed of our Fait 
in Christ; and on the breast that 
we may have an affection for His 
teachings. A few grains of salt 
are placed on the tongue, for 
salt is not only a sign of preserv- 
ing, but also an emblem of “wis- 
dom.” “Ye are the salt of the 
earth.” 

The evil spirit is then driven 
from the child, by a most solemn| 
prayer, and the child led. to! 
the font while the priest and 
Sponsors recite aloud the “Cre- 
do” and “Pater Noster.” After- 
ward the priest touches the ears 
and nostrils with saliva and 
says “Ephpheta” which is, “Be 
thou opened.” ‘This is from the 
example of Christ. Mark, 
Ch. VII, verses 3 

The Sponsors, in the name of 
the child, then declare in a sol- 
emn, public and binding engage- 
ment to “renounce Satan and all 
his works and pomps. Immed- 
lately the priest anoints the child 
the breast and between the 
shoulders, saying: “I anoint thee 
with the oil of salvation in ¢ ‘hrist 
lesus Lord.”
